Winona Lake is surrounded by more beauty spots, 
educational, spiritual and entertainment advantages 
than any point in the State. 


The lake is situated two miles by street railroad 
from Warsaw, and is directly on the main line of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad. The lake has a shore 
line of about ten miles, and covers 886 acres, being 
the third lake in size in the county and seventh in the 
state. The fame of this lake for entertainment, 
beauty, fishing, boating and bathing has spread 
all over the world, due to the extensive advertising 
of Winona Assembly School located in Winona Park. 
This park contains about 600 acres, on which. there 
are hundreds of cottages, practically all of the better 
type of construction, although there are but few of 


. the elaborate. Cottages are owned as summer homes, 


but rental cottages can be secured by an early appli- 
cation. 


Seven weeks of high grade chautauqua, furnishing 
such artists as Salvi, harpist; DePackmann, Russian 
Pianist; Galli-Curci; Schuman-Heink;: Alice Neilson; 
Micha Elman, violinist; high grade bands and 
orchestras and other varied attractions are offered 
during each season. 


Nine auditoriums, varying in capacity from 200 
to 10,000 afford facilities for entertainment, conven- 
tions and conferences for churches, industrial, com- 
mercial and educational associations. Six summer 
schools are conducted on this lake, namely Indiana 
U. Biological, School of Missions, National School of 
Photography, Religious Education and School for 
Christian Workers, School of Theology. 


On the wooded shores of Winona Lake is located 
the Bethany Summer Camp of ten acres. William 
Peterson of Chicago established this wonderful camp 
as a gift to the girls. The auditorium and all build- 
ings are located in a wonderful landscape garden, 
lit by underground wiring from ornamental lamp 
posts. The tennis courts are not surpassed. 


The Chicago Boys Club own a twenty acre tract 
with barracks, athletic field, bath houses, dining hall 
and admisistration buildings. 


A lagoon has been cut from shore to shore of the 
lake forming an island of several acres. This lagoon 
is Venice-like, spanned by four bridges, and is the 
scene of much splendor at certain gala seasons. 
During water carnival week, a parade of beautifully 
and artistically lighted and decorated boats are led 
poe this brilliantly lighted lagoon of tree covered 

anks. 


The grounds of Winona Park are beautifully 
kept; the whole tract is covered with fine big trees 
and the grass is velvet like. There are miles of 
concrete walks leading over the grounds and around 
the lake front. At every possible corner is a bed 
of flowers, here and there an artificial pond, with 
lagoons leading to the lake. 


Much time and money has been Spent in continuous 
stocking to make the fishing of the best. Game laws 
are rigidly enforced. 


The tennis, roque and golf grounds are a dream 
of devotees. 


This lake is particularly blest with large hotels, at 
which one may stop at comparatively small cost. The 
Winona, Westminster Inn and The Inn are the prin- 
cipal large hotels. Large rooming and boarding 
houses are numerous.
